With regard to Ray Moore’s TPs: I believe reception of Thailand in May is undoubted via long-path, over 
the South Pole region. It’s amuch longer path than your usual short-path over the north pole 
region, but in late May, there’s no darkness in this region. This path reaches as far as 86.5 
degrees north on short-path. During the current sunspot minimum, it doesn’t surprise me 
that a signal would make it on long-path; however, this has to be one of the rarest of all pos- 
sible openings. I don’t think there is any time of day during late May that both South Florida 
and Thailand are both in darkness at the same time; that would account for the very short 
openings. If it’s sunrise at Ft. Myers, it might be a half hour or so before sunset in Thailand. 
Even though the path is longer, it is, with the exception of where it passes over Antarctica, 
almost a complete water-path, unlike the short-path. This is my theory, for what it’s worth.

BENIN: The launch of a new high power TWR transmitter on 1566 kHz this summer is postponed. 
With the delay in getting the MW license, the delivery of the equipment and challenges with 
the shipping of the containers, a new on air date of the end of October this year has been set. 
The programme schedule for this station is coming together. Much research and thought 
has gone into this. The languages being considered for broadcast are Hausa, Twi, Baatonum, 
Fongbe, Yoruba, Kanuri, Pulaar, Dendi, French and English. The radio programme produc- 
tion of these languages is in progress. [TWR press release, various sources] 

SOUTH AFRICA: Sadly Talk Radio on 702 kHz, one of our oldest mediumwave stations, has now 
gone off air and migrated to the FM band. Very few MW stations are now left broadcasting 
in South Africa... the result of ICASA, the regulator, not granting any more MW licenses, 
although many have applied and been refused. The only MW stations remaining on air in 
South Africa as of July 2007 are: 567 Cape Talk, Cape Town (25 kW), 576 R.Metro, Meyerton 
(50 kW), 657 R. Pulpit, Meyerton (50 kW), 846 Umhlobowenene, Komga (100 kW), 1269 Chinese 
Community Radio, Midrand (2 kW), 1287 Ligwalagwala, Welgedacht (2 kW), 1422 Panhellenic 
Radio, Bedfordview (1 kW), 1485 R.Today, Honeydew (1 kW), and 1548 R.Islam, Lenasia (10 
kW).

Now, those of us who have attended NRC Conventions have always paid a large registration fee 
that included a banquet on Saturday night. ‘This year, at Frank’s suggestion, we are not including the 
price of ANY meal in the registration fee. ‘This keeps the registraton cost low and lets each attendee 
select each meal, and where to eat. 

This Rodeway Inn hotel has been used in years past for radio conventions so we know it will have 
just the amenities we need, and if the weather cooperates, there is a large area around their outdoor 
pool that should be a great place to tune for stations you’ve only ever dreamed of hearing from your 
east-coast or mid-west home. 

The program will begin on Friday morning around 11 o’clock with a tour of a Boise television 
station, and Frank has arranged it so the group can sit in and watch how their noon newscast is put 
together and broadcast. Friday night, Frank 1s going to speak on the history of Idaho’s earliest radio 
and TV stations. 

Saturday will be filled with a tour of the local radio transmitting sites around Boise for those who 
want to see where the signals are coming from. For others, the hotel meeting room will be open for 
musing and swapping stories or demonstrating what you have brought with you to the convention. 

In the evening after dinner, we will hear about how our two clubs are doing. Frank Aden will present 
some video about the DuMont Television Network, and that will be followed by the annual auction. 

Sunday will include the annual “Candy Quiz” for the early risers, followed by the annual

in the NRC. There should be time for a visit to 7100-foot Deer Point where the Boise FM and ‘TV 
transmitters are located in the hills just outside of town.
